BY  AUTHOmrY. 


AN  .ACT  further  to  regulate  the  territories  of 
the  United  States,  and  their  electing.'  Dele- 
gates to  Congress. 

Be  it  enact  d by  the  Senate  and  House 
e\f  N frrsentativrs  of  the  United  States 
.f  America  in  Congress  asseinb/.-d,  That 
ill  every  territory  of  the  United  Suites,  in 
which  atcniporary  government  has  been, 
or  hereafter  shall  be  esfibiished,  and 
whichby  virtue  of  tlie  ordinance  of  Con- 
gress of  the  thirteenth  of  July,  one  thous- 
and seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  oi 
of  any  subsequent  act  of  Congress,  pass- 
ed or  to  be  jiassed,  now  hath,  or  licreaf- 
tcr  sliall  have  tlic  right  to  send  a dele- 
gate to  Congress,  sucli  delegate  shall  bi 
elected  every  second  year  for  the  s um 
term  of  two  yeers,  for  xvhich  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  Slates  are  elected  ; and  in  that 
House  each  of  the  said  delegates  shad 
have  a seat,  witli  a right  of  de’o'ating,  but 
not  of  voting. 

See.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
on  the  first  Monday  of  .Vugust  next,  the 
citizens  of  the  territcry  of  Missouii, 
qualified  according  to  the  act  entitled 
“ an  act  providing  for  the  government  oi 
the  territory  of  Missouri,”  sliall  elect  a 
'elegate  to  Congress:  And  it  shall  Ik 
the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  of  the

:o:'  the  annual  or  bieigiial  meetings  ol 
the  Said  geaieral  asseiubiy,  us  uve  inter- 


est of  the  S’. id  territory  may  in  ihcir  opin- 
ion require  ; and  Such  annual  or  biennial 
ineetuig  shall  be  onthefi;st  .Monday  of 
December,  unless  they  shall  by  law  ap- 
point a different  day.  .And  so  much  of 
any  law  or  laws  as  are  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  t!;is  act,  shall  be  and 
the  same  arc  hereby  repealed.

MEXICO,  OR  NEW  SPAIN. 

It  is  now  three  hundred  years  since  the 
Spaniards  first  clis.'.overcd  these  fine  re- 
gions, where  they  aftiTwards  eslablishecl 
a rule  as  despotic  as  any  that  cvei'  pre- 
vailed in  Asia,  so  celebrated  for  the  rc'- 
gion  of  despotism-.  Until  the  h.st  seven 
years,  no  attempt  had  ever  been  mide  to 
wres*  from  the  sway  of  civil  and  religious 
tyranny,  a country  that  could  nimber 
six  millions  of  inhabitants,  and  yielded  to 
none  for  fineness  of  climate  and  native 
richness  of  soil. 

It  was  in  November,  1810,  if  we  mis- 
take not,  that  the  curate  of  Hidalgo  first 
conceived  the  daring  project  of  tv  resting 
from  the  Spanish  monarc  s the  fi.i  st! 
gem  in  their  crown.  With  a mind  equal 
to  the  greatness  of  the  enterprize,  in  all 
probability  he  wouid  have  sueccedeil  in 
tendering  Mexico  independent  of  Eu- 
rope, had  not  trearhery  and  individual 
a aricc  betrayed  him  into  the  hands  of 
ills  foes.  Notdeteir.  d by  .lis  fate,  another 
leader  offered  to  the  i.istirgents;  Mo- 
rales took  the  command  of  tne  pri:aci.i  il 
army  efthe  revolntlnnists,  and  liy  his  m- 
lle  .ts  and  enterpriz  ■ eT.cted  much  in 
1 1 if  cause.  -At  one  ti-.nc  during  his  life, 
t “Y  had  60,000  men  in  the  field,  wno, 
t lough  not  srfn'deiitiy  skilled  or  pro- 
V 'cd  with  arms  to  drive  t.iu  Spani.'.rds 
f.  om  the  cities,  were  m s’ci-s  of  all  t!io 
open  country  and  villages. 

Dissentions  now  arcse  among  the  inde- 
p ndents.spiin  ing  from  |)crsonal  ambi- 
t Oil  and  the  most  sordid  motiv  s.  Tim- 
war  languished — the  Spanlar-ls  \iorc  al- 
o'vtd  time  to  recover ; auc]  tfie  reinforee- 
lueiiis  arriving  from  Eu:'T-^’e,  tlu  y 


sumed  the  offensive  with  vigor,  dispersed 
the  insurgent  congress,  and  captured  and 
beheaded  Morales,  their  principal  stay. 
Since  his  death,  no  man  appears  to  have 
been  found  able  to  unite  the  confidence  ot 
liis  countrymen  with  ability  to  command. 
The  lower  classes,  or  mixed  race,  seeing 
no  prospect  of  succeeding,  got  tired  of 
the  w'ar,  and  became  willing  to  agree  to 
any  rule,  or  to  any  masters,  for  the  sake 
of  peace.  Aware  of  this  disposition  pre- 
vailing among  their  followers,  those  who 
found  themselves  in  command  of  differ- 
ent corps  or  posts,  became  eager  to  make 
their  peace  w ith  the  king,  and  obtain 
terms  for  themselves  by  outstripping  each 
other  in  the  race  of  submission.  Ac- 
cordingly, for  the  last  six  months,  the 
Spaniards  have  had  more  reason,  from 
these  causes,  to  expect  a successful  issue 
to  their  attempts  of  quelling  the  rebellion 
in  every  province  this  side  of  the  Isthmus 
of  Darien,  than  otherwise  the  combined 
power  of  Ferdinand  and  his  allies  could 
have  given  them. 

The  following  is  a short  summary  of 
some  of  the  late  occurrences  in  that  quar- 
ter: On  the  15  th  of  November  last,  the  in- 
surgent chief  Tcram,  with  900  men,  was 
attacked  in  the  town  of  Tehuacun,  at  3 
P.  M.  by  2000  royalists.  Teram  was 
forced  to  retire,  with  his  men,  to  two 
churclies  in  the  town,  where,  after  some 
resistiuice,  he  agreed  to  capitulate  with 
his  forces,  and  surrender  a neighboring 
fort  to  the  royalists. 

About  tlie  same  time  Gen.  Ryan,  who 
succeeded  Morales  in  the  command  of  the 
insurgents,  gave  himself  up  with  about 
400  followers,  and  obtained  the  king’s 
j.'ardon.  At  the  latest  accounts  he  inha- 
bited the  capital. 

\bout  the  10th  of  December,  General 
Ossouo,  anether  rebel  leader,  obtained 
the  king’s  pardon,  by  submitting  with  6 
or  700  men. 

Gen.  Victoria  was  the  only  insurgent 
chief  who  had  not  surrendered.  On  the 
8th  of  Tune  he  occupied  an  ancient  fort 
called  Palmia,  about  30  miles  south  west 
^ of  Vera  Cruz,  which  he  defended  w^ith 
450  men  against  2000  of  tlie  royalists, 
who  had  been  then  besieging  it  some 
weeks. 

Herrera,  who  was  in  this  city  some 
tine,  since,  as  an  app;nt  for  the  independ- 
ents, has  either  delivered  himself  up  or 
been  taken. 

It  was  reported  at  Vera  Cruz  in  June, 
that  Montecalla,  a man  of  great  wealth 
and  influence  in  his  vicinity,  had  raised 
the  standard  of  revolt,  in  company  witn 
a dignitary  of  the  church  named  Pierro, 
at  a place  called  Aunequat,  some  dis- 
tance to  the  northwest  of  Mexico. 

In  the  different  provinces  there  were 
juimerous  small  predatory  parties  ; but 
nothing  tliat  had  the  shape  of  an  army. 

It  is  thought  that  the  whole  Spanish 
regular  forc  e in  Mexico,  comprising  the 
late  reinforcements,  docs  not  exceed  ten 
thousand  men.  Many  of  the  towns  and 
pror  inccs,  however,  in  tlieir  eagerness  to 
wipe  otVall  suspicion  of  disloyalty,  were 
using  every  exertion  to  exterminate  the 
rebels. 

^\’m.  D.  Robertson,  a colonel  in  the 
Ivic.xicvn  service,  was  a prisoner  at  Vera 
Cruz,  and  it  was  expected  would  be  sent 
to  t))d  Spain. 

The  Spa’.nards  at  Vera  Cruz,  either 
Were  or  pretended  to  be  ignorant  of  the 
«ji  rations  of  Mina.  On  the  9th  of  June 
a higate  sailed  from  the  moutli  of  the 
river  Santander;  for  whlcli  destination 
another  frigate  and  a brig  had  sailed  some 
time  before.  These  vessels  will  endeavor 
to  cut  off  all  communication  with  Soto  la 
Marina  by  sea,  whiic  an  army  goes  a- 
gamst  it  by  land. 

We  arc  told  by  an  intcliigcnt  person, 
a man  of  much  observation,  who  had  a 
gc.od  deal  of  conversation  at  Vera  Cruz 
wit.i  Spaniards  ^in  authority  and  high 
r.niik,  that  they  were  all  unanimously  of 
opinion,  and  expressed  it  without  hesita- 
tifjn,  that  Fugland  and  Spain  had  lately 
concluded  an  alliance  for  the  safety  and 
even  aggrandizement  of  their  respective 
domiiiions  in  .\mcrica.  Tliey  boasted 
that  tnc  Court  of  .St.  James  had  agreed 
to  -ssist  when  required,  the  Court  of  Ma- 
<lru!  in  subduing  the  revolted  colonies. 
Tnev  added  that  an  oi)portuuity  would 
eagerly  be  sought  after  by  both  powers 
to  turn  their  united  arms  against  the  U- 
;nl(.d  States  ; and  thus  blot  out  the  only 
example  of  a successful  rebellion.  This 
is  evidently  tlie  mere  opinion  of  Ferdi- 
nand’s minions,  but  none  can  doubt  but 
that  they  and  their  master  entertain  anv 
other  than  amicable  sentiments  towards 

this  country.

BLOCKADE  OF  PERNAMBUCO. 

Information  has  been  received  ot  Bos- 
ton, by  the  arrival  of  the  Sally  Barker, 
from  1^.  Salvador,  that  a sh.ip  had  been 
condirtiined  at  Pernambuco  for  violating 
the  blockade,  and  two  English  brigs  sent 
into  St.  Salvador  for  the  same  cause — 
that  an  English  brig  with  a few  cpsIm  of 
gunjiowdcr  on  board  had  been  taken  on 
the  coast  and  sent  to  llio  Janeiro  for  trial 
« —-and  that  all  vessels  found  on  the  coast 
with  arms  and  ammunition  on  board, 
were  seized  and  sent  to  Rio  Janeiro. 

Colonel  Whartox,  of  thecorpsof  en- 
gineers, has  been  arrested  by  order  of 
the  Secretary  of  th  Navy,  while  on  a visit 
to  his  friends  in  Philadelphia,  in  conse- 
quence of  charges  exhibited  against  him 
by  Major  Hex DERSO.v.  His  trial,  we  un- 
tlerstand,  will  take  place  at  Washington, 
on  the  1 1th  iiist.  and  that  captaiit  Stew- 
Aar,  of  the  navy,  is  to  be  president  of  the 
court.  Of  the  nature  of  these  charges 
ve  are  unlnlbrmcd. 

The  bng  Sally,  of  this  port,  has  been 
seized  at  .'jt.  Salvador,  under  wha^  pre- 
tence we  are  not  informed. 

The  United  States’  brig  Saranac,  capt. 
Ei.ton,  which  a shorttiinc  since  received 
an  injury  at  New-Vork,  has  been  repair- 
ed, and  has  proceeded  to  her  usual  an- 
chorage ofi'  the  battery,  where  also  lies 
the  sloop  of  war  Ontario,  captain  Bisdle, 
waiting  for  (./•ders.

Sir — I have  received  your  letter  of  the 
18th  instant,  informing  me  that  the  .A- 
merican  Society  for  tlie  encouragement 
of  Doiiiestic  Manufactures,  have  been 
pleased  to  elect  me  one  of  its  members.' 

Although  I approve  the  policy  of. 
leaving  to  the  sagacity  of  individuals,! 
and  to  the  impulse  of  private  interest,  the ; 
application  of  industry  and  capital,  I ami 
equally  persuaded  that  in  this,  r'S  in  oth-! 
er  cases,  there  are  e.xceptions  to  the  ge-l 
neral  rule,  which  do  not  impair  the  prin-! 
eipie  of  it.  Among  these  exceptions  is' 
tlie  policy  of  encouraging  domestic  m.v- 
tiufactures,  within  certain  limits,  and  in 
reference  to  certain  articles. 

Without  entering  into  a detailed  view 
of  the  subject,  it  may  be  remarked,  that 
every  prudent  nation  will  wish  to  be  in-| 
dependent  of  other  nationc,  for  the  ne-1 
cessary  articles  of  food,  of  raim.mt,  and] 
ofdefcnce;  and  particular  considerations, 
applicable  to  the  United  States,  seem  to 
strengthen  the  motives  to  tliis  independ- 
ence. j 

Besides  the  articles  falling  under  the  | 
above  description,  there  may  be  others,! 
for  manufacturing  which  natural  advar.-j 
tages  exist,  which  require  temporary  in- 
terpositions for  bringing  them  into  regu- ' 
lar  and  successful  activity.  1 

Where  the  fund  of  industry  is  ac-i 
quired  from  abroad,  and  not  withdrawn 
nor  withheld  from  other  domestic  em- 
ployments, the  case  speaks  for  itself. 

I will  only  add,  that  among  the  articles 
'''f  consumption  and  use,  the  preference i 
in  many  cases  is  decided  merely  by  fash- 1 
ion  or  habit.  As  far  as  equality,  and  still  i 
;nm'e,  where  a real  superiority  is  found 
in  flic  articles  manufactured  at  home,  all 
must  be  sensible,  that  it  is  politic  and  pa- 
triotic to  encourage  a preference  of  them, 
as  affording  a more  certain  source  of  sup-! 
ply  for  every  class,  and  a more  certain! 
market  for  the  surplus  products  of  the 
agricultural  class. 

With  these  sentiments,  I beg  you  to 
make  my  acknowledgements  for  the 
nark  of  distinction  conferred  on  me ; 
iiid  ^viiich  1 accept  from  respect  for  the 


society  and  for  its  objects,  rather  than 
from  any  hope  of  being  useful  as  a mem- 
ber.

On  Monday  the  1 1th  Inst,  a number  of 
citizens  associated  themselves  together 
as  members  of  the  “ Kentucky  Society 
for  the  encouragement  of  Domestic  Ma- 
nufactures and  in  order  the  more  ef- 
fectually to  promote  tlie  objects  of  the 
association,  a meeting  on  the  1 6th  was 
appointed. 

Accordingly,  on  Satr.rday,several  gen- 
tlemen convened  in  the  Court  Room,  in 
Lexington.  Captain  B.  G aines  was  called 
to  the  chair,  and  John  Norvell  appointed 
Secretary. 

Mr.  Barry  explained  the  objects  of 
the  society,  and  made  a number  of  re- 
marks in  favour  of  the  policy  of  encou- 
raging domestic  manufactures.  lie  was 
followed  by  Mr.  WicKLiFFE,Mr.  Cowan 
and  Mr.  Minter,  in  support  of  the  same 
policy.  The  following  resolutions  were 
then  unanimously  adopted: 

1.  Resolved,  That  Robert  AVickliffe, 
W.  T.  Barry,  James  Cowan,  Lewis  S-an- 
dci-s,  and  John  M.  M'Calla,  be  a commit- 
tee to  prepare  rules  and  reg:ilations  for. 
tlie  future  government  of  this  society ; 
and  to  report  the  same  for  its  adoption 
at  the  next  meeting. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  this 
institution,  until  otherwise  provided  for, 
consist  of  a President  and  two  Vice  Presi- 
dents, a Secretary  and  Vice  Secrctarv. 

3.  Resolved,  That  tnc  stated  meetings 
of  this  society,  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Mondays  in  the  months  of  January,  .April, 
July  and  October,  at  the  Court  House  in 
Lexington,  at  10  o’c|fick,  A.  M. 

4.  Resolved,  That  IV.  T.  Barry,  T. 
T.  Barr,  W.  Macbean,  Lewis  Sanders, 
John  Norvell,  Joseph  Buchanan,  James 
Cowan,  Thomas  Smith,  and  John  M. 
M'Calla,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appoint- 
ed a committee  of  correspondence,  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring  and  communi- 
cating information  in  relation  to  the  ob- 
jects of  this  association,  and  of  inviting 
the  aid  and  co-operation  of  the  enli-glit- 
ened  and  patriotic  in  other  parts  of  tliis 
state. 

5.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended 
to  the  manufacturers  of  this  state,  to  vend 
their  commodities  at  reasonable  prices ; 
and  S'lch  of  them  as  arc  members  of  t!iis 
society  engage  to  do  so,  and  so  far  as  th'.'ir 
influence  extends,  to  --'icou rage  others  to 
pursue  a si'iiilaV  policy. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this 
society,  -is  soon  as  the  convenience  of  each 
member  will  admit,  will  clothe  them- 
selves in  Domestic  Manufactures,  and 
that  they  will,  by  advice  as  well  as  exam- 
ple, contribute  as  much  as  in  than  lies,^ 
to  encourage  the  use  of  the  manufactures’ 
of  the  cou:itry,iii  preference  to  those  im- 
ported from  foreign  countries. 

The  society  proceeded  to  ballot  for  its 
officers:  Robert  Wickliffe,  Esq.  was 
chosen  President;  Gen.  Tlio-nas  Uodley. 
1st  A'icc  President;  Capt.  B.G-aines,  2nd 
Vice  Prc.sident;  John  Norvell,  Secre- 
tary ; and  Dr.  Joseph  Bucha.nan,  Vice 
Secretary.  Percival  Butler,  jr.  Esq.  was 
appointed  Secrctarj'  to  the  Correspond- 
ing Committee. 

'The  Society  then  adjourned  to  tlie  frst 
^londay  in  October.

INTERNAL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

FOR  THE  G.VZETTE. 

Mr.  Norvf.li.. — A'oii  will  cblige  a 
friend  to  permanent  internal  inp.rove- 
/rti-niA,  by  notici;ig  an  article  in  the  Port! 
Folio,  of  tlie  pres-mt  m.inth,  respecting 
a'l  ad.lrcss  from  t.ie  Schuylkill  .'Naviga- 
tion Company.  Tnere  are  upwards  of 
.fifiy  banks  in  the  state  of  Pciins;/lvania. 
sonic  of  immense  capital  and  inflaente  ; 
it  w.is  in  that  state,  that  the  first  ba'iit  Li 
the  United  States  was  put  in  operation  ; 
these  people  ought  to  understand  b.ank- 
ing  as  well  as  the  people  of  any  other 
state  ; yet  the  writer  in  the  ,’’ort  Folio  is 
convinced,  that  tiie  iinprovem.  nt  of  the 
navigation  of  the  Schuylkia  river  by 
locki,  kc.  will  contribute  more  to  benefit 
the  commonwealth,  than  a,!  the  baulks 
within  its  territ'ory. 

If  t'.is  be  the  fact,  of  which  I have  n'l 
doubt,  how  much  more  b".neficial  totiiis 
town,  the  adjacent  counii  s in  particular, 
and  the  state  in  general,  wo’jld  be  a canal 
from  tuis  tothe  Keutucky  river,  (say  to 
the  mouth  cf  Elkhorn,)  than  the  i nprove,- 
ment  of  the  navig3tio:i  of  the  Schaylkili 
would  be  to  Philadelphia  ? That  ritv 
has  a noble  river,  the  Delaware,  was  dug 
the  very  walls  of  its  warehouses,  afford- 
ing on  the  one  hand  navigation  for  ships 
of  the  largest  class,  and  on  the  otiier  for 
sm-allcr  craft,  schooners,  batteaax,  boats, 
rafas,  he.  And  yet  the  impi'ovemrntof 
the  navigationof  the  Schuyikill,  inferior 
to  the  Kentucky  river  in  length  aiid  fer- 
tility of  soil  through  which  it  ru.us,  is 
deemed  of  vast  importance  ; paramount 
to  all  the  benefits  of  all  the  banking  capi- 
tal of  that  immensely  wealthy  state. 

It  is  now  generally  admitted,  that  the 
present  state  of  the  navigation  of  the  Ken- 
tucky river  isof  more  injury  than  benefit ; 
and  until  it  is  improved  by  locks,  it  would 
be  better  to  waggon  the  tobacco  from 
Clarke  county,  kc.  to  Louisville,  than 
risk  its  getting  safe  out  of  the  Kentucky 
river. 

I It  is  believed  that  the  resources  of  the 
[country  lU'c  fully  adequate  to  tlie  com- 


pletion, in  five  years,  of  a canal  fi-om  tliis 
town  to  the  Kentucky  river.  I am  in- 
formed that  two  locks  below  the  mouth 
of  Elkhorn,  would  afi'ord  at  all  times  a 
safe  nai  igation  to  the  Ohio  ; this  being 
completed,  would  bring  all  the  produce 
of  the  neighboring  counties  to  a general 
depot,  :it  this  place — it  being  the  centre 
of  a rich  and  well  cultivated  country. 
When  business  is  brought  to  a proper 
system,  the  merchant  vill  be  his  own  in- 
spector of  the  produce  that  ho  ships, 
which  he  cannot  be  in  the  present  mode. 
Warehouses  vill  be  constructed  for  the 
reception  of  all  kinds  of  produce  ; a fo- 
reigner coming  to  the  state  to  make  pur- 
chases of  produce,  will  then  have  it  in 
his  power  to  procure  at  one  place  any  ar- 
ticle he  may  want.  This  section  of  the 
country  can  produce  tobacco,  manufac- 
tured do.  and  cigare,  hemp,  spun  yaiT.s, 
bagging,  ail  kinds  of  cordage  and  twines, 
flour,  meal,  wheat,  corn^  oats,  buckwheat, 
whiskey,  gin,  beef,  pork,  bacon,  lard, 
beer,  cider,  coaches,  hats,  boots  and 
shoc.s,  leather,  soap  aiuL  tallow  chand- 
lery, saddlery,  plated  ware,  br.iss  do.  tin 
and  copper  do.  red  and  ivhite  lead,  dry 
and  in  oil,  fine  and  coarse  cloths,  kerseys 
and  blankets,  cotton  yarn,  shirting,  sheet- 
ing, chanibrays,  bedticking,  counter- 
panes, carpeting,  fine  and  coarse  avooI, 
and  many  other  articles,  all  of'  which 
would  be  brought  into  demand  and  be- 
come important  articles  of  exportation, 
if  a safe  and  sure  mode  of  transportation 
could  fie  had  by  water,  w-hich  would  en- 
able us,  or  the  pui'chasers  of  our  pro- 
duce, to  deliver  the  .same  at  a sea  port, 
upon  terms  as  low  as  those  situated  upon 
navigable  rivers.  On  the  other  hand,  all 
our  foreign  supplies  would  come  to  us 
at  a diminished  price  by  the  same  chan- 
nel ; and  in  most  cases  the  farmers  would 
obtain  their  supplies  from  the  very  men 
that  purchased  their  produce  ; thus  ce- 
menting the  connection  and  interests  of 
the  exporting  merchant  and  the  far- 
mer. 

The  subject  is  a grand  one;  many 
pages  inig  It  be  written  on  it  ; it  is  no- 
ticed however  with  a hope  that  someone 
will  take  it  up,  who  can  arouse  the  unac- 
countable apathy  of  those  so  deeply  in- 
terested. 'You  must  fii-st  induce  the /ico- 
/i/e  generally  to  i/i/nX- and  to  act;  they 
are  the  lever  that  can  and  will  move  legis- 
lative bodies  to  acts  of  public  utility.  The 
citizens  oi  New-York  think  correctly 
upon  these  subjects.

Mr.  Norvei.l — We  arc  informed  in 
a late  Reporter,  that  there  are  some 
English  Cattle  on  their  way  to  thi.s  neigh- 
borliood  for  breeders.  AV'^e  congratulate 
our  agricultural  friends  on  this  accession 
of  real  wcaltn  to  our  state  ; the  citizens 
of  wnich,  only  want  to  be  apprized  of  the 
advantage  of  crossing  the  breed  of  their 
cominon  cattle  with  the  English,  to  re- 
alize it. 

Having  some  little  knowledge  of  the 
origin  of  the  Fjiglish  cattle  now  in  the 
state,  1 have  thought  it  would  not  be  un- 
interesting to  the  public  to  comnumicate 
it,  imperfect  as  it  is,  soliciting  a like  pub- 
lication from  any  gentleman  ofsuch  facts, 
relative  t;iereto,  as  he  may  be  possessed 
of.  In  England,  where  great  attention 
is  paid  to  rearing  all  kinds  of  stock,  and 
where  agriculture,  in  general,  is  brought 
to  greater  perfection  than  in  any  other 
part  of  the  world,  they  take  particular 
care  to  keep  their  different  breeds  sopa- 
:-atc  and  distinct,  and  hence  tlie  precision 
and  particularity  of  the  pedigrees  of  their 
stock. 

Tiiirty  or  forty  years  ago,  old  Mr. 
Patton  p’.irchascd  nn  Englisn  hull  of  the 
long  horn  or  beef  breed : nimself  and 
neighbors,  residing  on  the  south  fork  of 
the  south  brancli  of  Potomac  in  Virginia, 
br..'d  from  this  bull  with  the  common 
cows  of  the  country.  Some  rears  after- 
wards the  same  gentleman  procured  a 
full  blooded  bull  and  cow  of  the  s.iort 
norn  or  milk  breed ; the  cross  of  the 
milk  and  the  part  blooded  beef  breed, 
produced  vciy  fine  and  large  cattle, 
which  are  known  in  this  state  as  Patton's 
breed. 

About  this  time,  Mr.  Alillcr  of  .Au- 
gusta county,  Virginia,  imported  a bull 
of  tnc  beef  breed,  and  a cow  of  the  milk 
irced,  and  afterwards  purchased  an  im- 
ported bull  of  the  milk  breed. 

rhe  first  Englisii  cattle  brought  to 
Kentucky,  was  of  Patton's  stock,  being 
nixed  or  crossed  with  the  beef  and  milk 
breed  ; and  indeed,  this  stock  is  the  great 
basis  of  the  English  cattle  in  this  stale. — 
Mr.  Harrison,  of  Clarke  county,  got  a 
bull  from  Miller’s  stock  in  Virginia  : 
the  cross  of  this  bull  and  Patton  cows, 
produced  very  fine  animais ; then  came 
Smith’s  celebrated  bull,  also  from  Mil- 
ler’s stock;  and  lately,  Mr.  inskeepof  this 
ounty,  has  got  out  two  very  fine  bulls 
from  Virginia,  (a  brindle  and  a red,)  the 
briiidie  of  .Vliller’s  stock  ; it  is  not  known 
from  what  particular  stock  the  red  one 
comes.  Mr.  Harrison  liad  a bull  and 
cow  that  he  called  the  Cary  breed,  which 
is  not  much  esteemed.  P»IcSsrs.  Hutch- 
craft  and  Welton  have  a very  fine  bull 
called  the  Shaker.  All  the  Engiis.i  cat- 
tle in  Kentucky,  it  is  believed,  have  their 
origin  from  the  above ; any  gentleman, 
however,  possessing  other  or  more  in- 
formation relative  to  tliis  subject,  will 
oblige  many  friends  to  agriculture,  by 
publishing  the  same  in  some  newspaper 
in  this  state. 

From  the  stock  wc  now  have,  with 
proper  attention  to  keep,  and  the  selection 
of  males,  wc  may  safely  calculate  upon 
producing  as  fine  cattle  as  a:iy  in  the 
known  world : a judicious  crossiirg  with 
the  late  imported  ones,  will  tetul  vastly 
to  accelerate  this  desirable  object.  B.

Wc  learn  with  great  pleasure  that 
there  is  now  on  the  way  to  this  neigh- 
borhood, and  will  shortly  arrive  here,  ■ec- 
veral  choice  cattle  direct  from  England 
— imported  by  some  enterprizing  gen- 


tlemen of  this  county.  They  arrived  at 
Baltimore  1st  May  last,  in  the  ship  Mo- 
hawk, from  Liverpool.  Great  pains  were 
taken  in  the  selection  of  the  cattle  for 
breeding;  we  are  informed  that  there 
are  two  pair  of  the  long  horns,  to  which 
stock  the  late  Mr.  Bakewell  gave  the 
preference,  on  account  of  their  beautiful 
symmetry,  early  maturity  and  great 
weight,  and  wliich  in  this  country  is  called 
the  her/'  breed.  Tuere  are  also  several 
of  the  Teeswater  breed  and  Holderncss, 
highly  esteemed  for  their  early  maturity, 
great  bulk,  and  especially  as  good  milk- 
ers—railed  here  the  milk  breed — and 
also  some  of  the  Herefordshire  breed- 
combining  ail  the  qualities  of  the  above, 
very  beautiful,  and  said  to  make  the  best 
work  oxen  in  England. — U tiorter.

IVashington  City,  August  6.

He  is  expected  at  his  scat  in 
Virginia  about  the  latter  end  of  this 
month.  The  federalists  of  New  Eng- 
land have  all  affected  to  turn  supporters 
of  the  administration ; but  it  is  thought 
they  will  turn  back  again,  as  soon  as  the 
leaders  find  they  cannot  all  get  places  ofi 
ho.Tor  and  profit  in  the  government.  Y ou 
will  see  the  accounts  from  I.isbon : they 
have  got  up  a great  plot  there  as  well 
as  elsewhere.  Whatever  may  have  been 
the  magnitude  of  tnc  conspiracy,  there 
can  be  no  doubt  but  that  it  has  been  oc- 
casioned by  the  arrogance  of  Marshal  | 
Beresford  and  the  other  English,  who| 
now  rule  Portugal  according  to  their 
will  and  pleasure.  Of  M'Gregor  we  heari 
not  a word  that  is  new.  He  seems  to  be ; 
waiting  for  reinforcements.  The  she-j 
riff  of  the  city  and  county  of  Ne>v-York,| 
whose  name  is  Hubbard,  is  said  to  have! 
resigned  his  office  to  join  him.  How! 
soon  the  fate  of  Florida  may  be  decided,! 
1 know  not : but  of  tliis  I am  certain,  that; 
it  will,  before  a great  while,  be  annexed 
to  the  territory  of  the  Cnited  States. — 
Once  we  get  possession  of  that  portion 
of  country,  we  shall  begin  to  want  elbow 
room  among  the  Islands.  Cuba  will  be- 
come desirable;  and  whenever  the  .A- 
mcricans  seriously  turn  their  thoughts! 
llial  way,  they  will  take  it.  The  Inde- 
pendence of  the  Spanish  Colonics  is,  in 
mv  estimation,  as  certain  as  any  thing 
that  is  written  in  the  book  of  fate.  In 
1810,  we  had  a population  in  round  num- 
bers of  7,000,000  of  souls  In  1820,  at 
the  least,  we  sliall  have  10,000,000;  and 
in  1830  upwards  of  13,000,000,  at  the 
lowest  computation.  Considering  the 
character  of  our  |iupu!ation,  those  thir- 
teen million  of  souis  will  be  entirely  an 
overm.Ttch  for  Great  Britain  on  the  o- 
cean;  that  is,  if  wc  keep  on  increasing 
our  navy.  The  yqar  1830  is  but  about 
13  years  off:  so  that  in  that  short  space 
of  time,  the  dominion  of  tiic  American 
seas  will  be  ours.  When  that  day  ar- 
rives, good  by  to  the  tyrannical  domina- 
tion of  Spain.  Should  Napoleon  live 
thirteen  years  longer,  (and  the  proba- 
bility is  that  he  will,  if  he’ should  not  he 
murdered)  he  will  be  liberated  from  St.l 
Helena  by  our  arms.

Washington  City,  August  11. 

“ Mr.  Adams  and  family  liave  at  length 
arrived  at  New-York.  He  will  proba- 
bly vis'it  his  father  and  friends  at  the  east- 
ward, before  he  sets  out  for  tliis  city. 
Letters  arc  expected  from  him  to-day. 
The  mails  have  been  obstructed,  both 
from  the  south  and  east,  in  this  quarter,] 
by  a most  unusual  fall  of  rain.  Ourj 
streets  on  Saturday  last,  were  inundated,] 
and  several  of  our  bridges  carried  away. 

I have  just  learnt  that  the  rise  of  the  wa- 
ters in  and  about  Baltimore  has  been  ex- 
traordinary, and  has  occasioned  consid- 
erable losses.  How  much  farther  the 
damage  has  extended,  I have  not  yet 
learnt. — Mr.  Rush’s  furniture  is  seU'uig 
ofl',  so  that  you  may  be  sure  he  is  about 
to  enter  upon  some  new  scene  of  action. 
The  Britisli  have  notified  an  intention  of 
keeping  their  ports  open  for  the  impor-; 
tation  of  bread  stuffs,  (corn,  grain, meal,' 
flour,  and  rice,)  untii  November  next, 
provided  the  circumstances  mentioned  in, 
an  act  of  parliament  of  the  55thofGeorge; 
the  Third  will  permit  it  : these  circum- 
stances, if  my  memory  serves  me,  re-j 
late  to  the  price  of  grain.  You  will  re- 
collect that  the  count  Regnault  St.  Jeanj 
d’Angely  lately  embarked  from  New-' 
York  for  Antwerp.  It  seems  that  he. 
had  been  for  sonic  time  deranged,  and ' 
when  he  set  sail,  told  Ills  friends  that  he] 
was  going  to  dethrone  the  Bourbons.] 
The  reverses  of  Napoleon  have  been, I 
perhaps,  too  great  a shock  for  his  rea-l 
son.  If  Ills  insanity  be  real  and  not! 
feigned,  tlic  Bourbons  have  but  little’ 
ground  for  keeping  his  wife  in  co:  ifme-' 
ment  on  account  of  her  holding  corres- 
pondence with  him.  The  electioneer- 
ing contest  in  your  state  excites  some  in- 
terestherc  ; as  does  that  in  the  com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania.  M‘Grcgor 
appears  tomake  no  advance  from  Ame- 
lia Island,  and  recruits  do  not  seem  to 
increase  his  iviinbcrs  very  rapidly.  The 
United  States  have  sent  a detachment 
to  watch  both  him  and  the  Spaniards. 
A British  vessel  of  war  has  just  arrived 


at  Kew-'York,  with  more  than  2,000,0m 
of  specie  ou  board  ; part  for  some  of  our 
merchants  ; u|)wards  of  400,000  dollars 
for  the  U.  S.  Bank,  and  the  residue  for 
Fingland.  The  vessel  is  commanded  by 
sir  James  A'eo.  AVe  arc  as  dull  here  as 
dormice.  The  government  seems  to  be 
a machine,  that,  being  once  put  in  mo- 
tion, moves  of  itself.  So  powerful,  you 
sec,  even  in  such  great  affairs,  is  habit.'’

Of  the  Transylvania  University,  Lexington.

THE  MODERATE  PARTY. 

The  modest  editors  of  federal  papers 
over  the  mountains,  are  prating  a great

These  moderate  gentlemen  rtsendjlc  the 
lion,  which  becomes  quite  tractable  and 
harmless — when  his  teeth  and  claws  have 
been  extracted.  So  with  federalism — 
the  depravity  of  its  nature  as  exhibited 
by  Harper,  Otis,  Quincy  and  others 
during  the  war,  has  forced  every  honest 
American  to  abandon  it  ; and  now  that 
it  no  longer  n tains  the  power  to  bite  or 
scratch,  it  cries  out  “ modtration,  for 
bearatice,  mutual  firgiveness,  and  ftolit- 
ical harmony  What  kind,  what  cha- 
ritable gentlemen  these  are  ! Rut  you 
arc  rather  too  late,  sirs. — 'I'he  time  has 
passed  ; you  arc  no  longer  worthy  of 
regard,  either  as  friends  or  foes.  If  you 
had  laid  down  your  arms  when  we  were 
beset  on  all  sides  by  the  arms  of  England, 
then  indeed  you  would  have  deserved 
credit  for  your  magnanimity.  But  in- 
stead of  adopting  that  high-minded  and 
truiy  American  course,  you  selected  tlic 
hour  of  common  danger  to  cripple  and 
embarrass  your  country.  When  the 
■white  and  the  red  savage  assailed  us  in 
front,  you  treacherously  stole  up  and 
aimed  a dagger  at  our'backs.  We  have 
fairly  beaten  you  all  ; and  now,  forsooth, 
you  would  lull  us  with  the  syren  song  of 
conciliation,  and  modestly  claim  an  et|ual 
participation  of  publi.c  otficcs  and  emolu- 
ments. What  modest,  what  unassuming 
gentlemen  these  are ! 

At  the  most  gloomy  period  of  the  tvar ; 
when  the  cries  of  the  ravished  at  Hamp- 
ton had  not  yet  died  upon  tlie  ear,  and  the 
smoke  of  plundered  and  buniing  villages 
■vvas  yet  rising  in  sight  of  the  capitol  ; 
H.vrper  was  for  “ branding  Ma  lison  in 
the  forehead  with  villain  for  his  political 
iniquities;”  Otis  would  have  him  chain 
»*d  with  the  fallen  Napoleon  on  the  rock 
of.  Elba ; Quincy  would  degrade  his 
country  by  an  ignoble  peace,  or  separate 
New  I'lngland  from  the  southern  stales 
— “ amicably  if  he  could  ; forcibly  if  h 
must.”  .Vow  these  very  gentlemen  are 
the  most  obsequious  humble  servants  of 
the  President,  ready  to  shew  him  every 
possible  honor,  and  to  have  the  honor — 
of  any  office  at  his  disposal.  Oh  ! shame, 
svhere  is  thy  blusli ! The  degenerate  syc- 
ophants. who  could  gravely  “ resolve  it 
unbecoming  a moral  and  religious  peo- 
ple to  rejoice  at  our  victories,”  arc  now 
meanly  flattering  and  cringing  to  the  man 
they  so  much  reviled  before,  for  the  sake 
of  power  and  oflice.

tance  of  money  from  one  part  of  the 
country  to  another,  it  lias  accomplished 
an  important  object,  in  addition  to  the 
other  useful  purposes  which  it  .answci's.

Lieutenant  'F.  S.  Cunningham,  com- 
mand,;r  of  the  United  States’  schooner 
Firebrand,  arrived  in  town  yesterday 
mt.rning  from  \'cra  Cruz,  baviug 
brought  with  him  from  t’nat  place,  U’yat, 
charged  with  the  murder  of  captain 
Driscoll,  of  tlie  schoone’r  Fox. 

I'he  Firebrand  sailed  from  the  Balize 
on  the  2d  ult.  aiul  arrived  at  \’era  Cruz 
the  14th.  Saluted  the  Fort,  having  first 
asccrt.iined  that  it  would  be  returned 
gun  for  gun,  which  was  done.  Reeeiwd 
file  prisoticr  AVyat  on  board,  air!  sailed 
on  the  20th.  During  liftit.  Cunningham.’* 
stay  at  Vera  Cruz,  he  Vas  treated  with 
inarki-d  civility  by  the  officers  of  the 
government  and  by  the  citizens. 

On  the  2 1st,  spoke  the  zVincrican  brig 
Charles,  captain  I’rictl,  of  and  from  New- 
Orleans  for  Vera  Cruz  ; her  comman- 
der informed  that  on  the  15th,  he  was 
boarded  and  taken  possession  of  by  a 
small  schooner,  wliich  her  crew  called 
by  the  fictitious  name  of  Inconnu,  the 
captain  of  which  went  by  the  name  of 
Bon  Ami — she  was  under  the  Mexican 
flag,  and  had  a crew  of  25  negroes  and 
three  white  officers,  overhauled  tlie  car- 
go of  tlic  Charles,  broke  open  all  the 
letters,  detained  her  twelve  hours,  and 
then  sulfercd  her  to  proceed.  On  the 
18th  the  Charles  fell  in  with  the  priva- 
teer Mexican  Congress,  (formerly  the 
Calypso) — Captain  Priett  was  ordered 
to  send  his  boat  and  papers  on  board  with 
the  chief  male  : after  some  hours  deten- 
tion, the  boat  was  sent  back,  xvith  orders 
to  the  captain  to  follow  the  privateer — 
in  three  hours  she  ran  out  of  sight,  with 
the  mate  and  papers  of  the  Charles  on 
board.  On  the  third  day  afterwards  the 
Firebrand  fell  in  with  her,  destitute  of  all 
;er  papers,  and  liable  to  be  treated  as  a 
pirate  by  the  first  vessel  she  might  meet 
with.  Being  then  witjiin  a day  and  a 
half’s  sail  of  Vera  Cruz,  capvoycd  her 
back  within  sight  of  that  port.  On  the 
2d  of  July  the  Firebrand  arrived  off  Che- 
nier Caminada  ; at  day  light  saw  asmall 
sail  st&ndiiig  off  from  the  land;  on  seeing 
the  Firebrand  s'.ie  bore  up  and  ran  into 
Barrataria — Lieut.  Cunningham,  taking 
with  him  his  gig  and  cutter  with  ten  men, 
went  in  pursuit  of  licr  ; at  2 P.  AI.eame 
up  with  her  nearly  at  the  head  of  the 
lake,  and  toijk  possession  of  her — she  had 
only  been  two  hours  at  sea  from  Chenier 
Can-inada,  where  she  was  fitted  out. 
She  had  onboard  18  men,  was  armed 
with  one  swivel,  25  muakets  and  four 
blunderbusses,  and  had  every  appear- 
ance of  being  intended  for  a piratical 
cruize.  At  8 o’clock,  wiiile  beating 
over  Barataria  bar,  she.  upset.  Princi- 
pally through  the  exertions  of  lieutenant 
S.  (wlio  was  on  board  of  her  at  the  time) 
and  the  activity  of  his  men,  all  the  per- 
sons on  board  of  her  were  saved,  though 
all  her  stores  and  arms  were  lost.  Next 
morning  she  was  righted  and  towed  into 
the  bay  of  St.  Louis.

Destructive  Freshet. 

B.U.TIMORE,  AUOL'S  r 1 1 . 
Tlic  rain  which  commenced  about  one 
o’clock  on  Saturday  morning,  and  con- 
tinued almost  incessantly  for  twelve 
hours,  was  the  hcavirstand  most  destruc- 
tive iii  its  effects  that  has  been  witnessed 
here  for  many  years.  'I'he  streams  in 
and  near  tliiscity  were  swelled  to  a mo’st 
astonishing  heignt,  and  witn  so  much  ra^ 
pidity,  as  precluded  possi'oility  of  se- 
curing or  removing  the  property  on  their 
banks  exposed  to  danger.  Tnat  part  ofthe 
city  thi'ough  which  Jones’  Falls  passes  has 
s iffcrcd  mostsevereiy.  Between  eleven 
and  twelve  o’clock  in  the  monting,  whenj 
the  rain  was  pouring  down  in  torrents, 
several  ofthe  mill  dams  onlhe  fails  iin-: 
mediately  above  the  city  gave  way  ; tiie ; 
height  and  force  of ^ihe  flood  were  thus 
suddenly  increased,  while  the  timberj 
which  floated  down  the  current  rendered' 
it  more  destmciive  in  its  course.  'The' 
upper  wooden  Bridge  at  Centre -street 
was  swept  from  its  abutments  and  lodged' 
in  a garrien  a short  distance  below.  'I'lie ' 
next  Bridge,  also  of  wood,  which  con- 
nected Bath  and  Jones'  streets,  was  moved 
from  its  place  so  unexpectedly,  that  sev- 
eral persons  who  were  on  it  at  the  time 
had  gr,  at  difficulty  in  escaping.  It  was 
carried  by  flic  stream  against  the  stone 
Bridge  on  Gay-street,  the  arches  of  w luch 
being  too  s.nall  and  low  to  admit  its  pass- 
ing through,  it  remained  there,  and,  with 
the  lumber  that  soon  collected  around  it, 
so  much  obstructed  the  course  of  the! 
stream,  which  at  this  place  passes  between 
rows  ofliouS'  S buiiiclose  to  the  low  wa-' 
ter  margin,  that  it  quickly  rose  to  aiy 
alarming  height  in  the  low  grounds  ad- 
jacent, usually  called  tlie  meadow,  and  a 
number  of  houses  were  so  suddenly  sur- 
rounded by  the  flood,  that  the  surprized 
inhabitants  had  not  an  oiiportunity  of 
quitting  tlicm,  or  removing  .any  part  of: 
their  effects.  i 

It  would  be  impossible  to  convey  toj 
those  who  were  not  eye  witness  ’S  of  the! 

cne,  an  adequate  idea  of  the  devastation  j 
and  distress  wiiich  ens'jed ; the  o'os:  ructed : 
stream  forced  its  way  ilirougii  the  lOts  on  ; 
its  south-western  bank  into  Holiday  tuid; 
Fish  streets  ; Uirovigh  the  latter  it  rushed 
into  Gav. street,  and,  its  course  being  ob 
Isiructed  by  the  houses  on  tne  east  side  of, 
f lay-street,  which  front  the  opening  of 
Fish-street,  was  diverted  partly  into! 
Frederick  but  chiefly  into  HarrisorijStreet, 
which  runs  parallel  with  the  bed  of  the 
falls,  a portion  of  the  current  passing^ 
along  tlial  street  to  the  market  space,  and 
thence  into  the  Basin. 

The  women  and  children  in  the  houses 
surrounded  by  the  flood  were  seen  at  the 
windows  of  the  upper  stories  waving  sig- 
nals of  distress  and  iiitreating  assistance. 
-\  number  of  generous  citizens  were 
prompt  to  give  every  aid  which  circum-1 
stances  admitted.  Boats  were  carried  on' 
drays  from  the  Basin  to  the  scene  of  dis- 
tress, and  the  unfortunate  sufferers  re- 
lieved from  their  perilous  situation.  I 
The  impetuosity  of  the  flood  was  so 
great,  as,  inmany  instances,  to  force  open  I 
the  doors  and  windows  of  the  houses,  aiifl. 
passing  through  tiiem  carried  with  itnu-| 
luerotts  articles  of  furniture.  'I'he  pave-j 
ments  in  several  streets  were  torn  up; 
ill  the  front  of  the  houses  against  which! 
the  stream  rushed  in  Gay  street,  not  only| 
was  the  jiavemcnt  removed,  but  the 
earth  nearly  to  their  foundations,  a depth’ 
of  eight  or  ten  feet,  was  washed  away.’ 
.Almost  every  kind  of  moveable  including 
parts  of  houses,  mills,  mill  dams  and, 
fences  w hich  had  been  removed  by  the 
force  of  the  current,  and  several  animals, 
were  seen  floating  indiscriminately  down, 
the  stream.  | 

'Fhc  most  afflicting  part  of  this  heavy! 
calamity  is  the  loss  of  the  lives  of  several: 
persons,  who  were  unfortunately  drown-j 
cd,  in  some  instances  by  attempting  to| 
save  the  persons  or  property  of  their  fcl-, 
low-citizens.  Wc  have  not  yet  heard: 
with  certainty  the  number  of  lives  lost, 
nor  can  it  perhaps  be  ascertained  for  some 
days.  \Vc  regret  also  to  learn  that  seve- 
ral horses  were  drowned  in  their  stables,! 
the  sudden  rise  of  the  xvater  rendering  it 
impracticable  to  save  them. 

The  cases  of  individual  loss  are  too  nu- 
merous to  particularize  ; several  of  them 
we  learn  are  very  severe  ; and,t!iere  are 
some  instances  of  distressed  families, 
who,  having  literally  lost  every  thing, 
claim,  and  we  hope  will  receive,  the 
prompt  attention  of  the  humane  citizens. 

In  addition  to  the  damages  above  men- 
tioned, we  have  to  state,  that  the  upper 
railing  and  part  of  the  arches  of  the  stone 
bridge  in  Gay-street  are  destroyed,  the 
wooden  bridges  between  Market  and 
Pratt-streets  are  carried  away,  and  the 
stone  bridge  on  Pratl-street  somewhat 
injured — one  of  the  stone  bridges  over 
Harford  Run  is  nearly  destroyed ; one 
half  the  bridge  at  Ellicott’s  Mills  on  the 
Frcderick-town  Turnpike  Road  was  car- 
ried away,  and  in  its  p.assage  injured  the 
new  bridge  lately  erected  by  Mr.  Smith 
on  the.  Washington  Road,  which  will  re- 
quire some  repairs  before  it  is  again  pass- 
able— and  the  bridge  over  Gunpowder 
Falls  on  the  Philadelphia  road,  it  is  said, 
is  swept  away.

Capt.  MTi.i.ianh,  arrived  at  Salem,  from  Mar-

The 
army  previously  commanded  by  him,  hael 
marched  into  tlieinterinr  and  joined  Gen.  Piar, 
w ho  had  lately  reduced  the  city  of  Augustura 
by  absolute  starvation. 

-Admiral  Batov  sailed  from  Margarctta  pre- 
ions  tothe  attack  on  that  place  by  the  rovalists, 
to  blockiide  tbe  river  Oronoko,  taking  with  him 
his  whole  naval  force,  consisting,  acconling  *x> 
some  accounts,  of  22  sail,  and  it  is  certain  that 
he  stopped  at  Grenada  for  provisions,  having 
with  him  seventeen  sail,  among  which  were 
three  heavy  brigs.  Recent  accounts  from  T ri- 
nidad  state  that  nine  sail  of  his  fleet  were  cruiz- 
ing in  the  Gulf  of  Faria,  between  Trinidad  and 
the  Oronoko.
